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A Valid Point 


Monday night’s town meeting discussion of the 
municipal budget produced some valid points for 
municipal officials to consider when planning fu- 
ture agendas. 

Among them was the suggestion that the basic 
budget presentation in the Finance Committee 
report contained little in the way of detailed infor- 
mation concerning what some of the departmental 
expenditures were to be applied to 

This has been a complaint presented to the 
forum at past annual, and even special, town 
meetings and something which could easily be 
resolved 

Generally the complaint is aimed at the school 
department budget which amounts to about two 
lines in the FinCom report and costs taxpayers 
several million dollars. Schools are always an easy 
target because of expense, one must presume, but 
also an item, depending on the year and the atti- 
tude toward education, which generally is ac- 
cepted as necessary in Andover 


This year voters took aim at the municipal 
maintenance budget, questioning what the funds 
were to be used for, indicating there had been no 
explanation. Also, the budget was target of those 
who would prefer that Shawsheen School be rele- 
gated back to a neighborhood educational facility 
rather than the proposed early childhood center 

Lack of understanding of the school budget 
would not seem to be a legitimate complaint. since 
the development of the town’s educational costs Is 
generally the subject of continued examination 


over several weeks prior to final adoption. This 
information is reported in press coverage of school 
committee meetings. 

As tor the municipal maintenance budget, that 
too was explained in the press well in advance of 
the annual meeting. It was the subject of the lead 
story in the Feb. 2 edition of the TOWNSMAN. 

But, to allay any possible doubts about some 
departmental expenditures, it is suggested that 
possibly a page be allotted in future FinCom re- 
ports providing explanation at least of new and 
major items being presented for consideration. 

This year’s edition of the annual exercise in pure 
democracy, as it is so often referred to, proved to 
be traditional in all respects 

It had its moments of spontaneous humor, the 
usual cast of anticipated speakers commenting on 
and questioning the municipal scene. Its conduct 
was well, even though at times somewhat boring 
due to compliance with statutes in reading articles 
in entirety and receiving reports from various 
town agencies 

For many it provided a first opportunity to 
view the Collins Center, and even provided a fo- 
rum for some critical commentary on its size 

Thus, it can be concluded that Democracy re- 
mains safe in Andover, even though this so-called 
truest form of governmental operation is now far 
removed from its original intent when most New 
England communities had only a few hundred 
residents concerned about a few thousand dollars 
rather than the thousands who today review seve- 
ral million dollars in a few hours

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Bank Allowed In Industrial Zone; 
Voters Reject Funeral Home 


A marathon town meeting session ended after midnight Tuesday, with a 
negative vote on an Elm Street rezoning article and a positive vote on a 
West Andover banking proposal among the final decisions of The Longest 
Night 

The meeting took up Article 52, a request to rezone 42-44 Elm St. from 
Single Residence A to General Business zoning, shortly after 11 p.m. 
Although the article won a majority on the 277-186 vote, it failed to win the 
two-thirds majority needed to amend a zoning bylaw. 

North Andover funeral director John Caron had hoped to open a funeral 
homee on the site, and told voters he ‘‘would like to succeed the Lundgren 
family tradition.’’ (Lundgren Funeral Home closed its 18 Elm St. business 
last week. ) 

Atty. Charles Dalton of Boxford, representing Caron, said the building is 
currently used as apartments. (It is owned by Dennis Doherty of Andover. ) 
Caron would provide a needed service to the town without changing the 
character of the neighborhood, and would provide 40 to 50 off-street parking 
spaces, the attorney said 

Planner Michael Houghton reported that the_planners opposed the article 
because it would be spot zoning in an area ‘‘completely surrounded by 
SRA", and would reduce the town’s ‘‘short supply’’ of apartments. *Piece- 
meal zoning of this type is not the way to extend the central business 
district,’ he concluded 

Selectmen Chairman Donn Byrne said his board also opposed the article 

Voter comments were mixed: Those who favored the article said they 
would like to see Caron open a funeral home here and thought it would 
improve the neighborhood; those who opposed it said it would cause parking 
problems and change the character of the neighborhood. 

Article 54, a proposal to allow banks to open branches in the town’s most 
restrictive industrial zone with a permit from the Zoning Board of Appeals, 
came up for discussion at 11:40 p.m 
e Andover Savings Bank presented the article, which was approved on a 
vote of 217 to 95. The bank plans to open a full-service branch at 159 River 
Road, within West Andover Industrial Tech Park in the Industrial D zone 

Bank official Richard MacGowan said neighbors favored the article 
because the bank would be a convenience to West Andover residents. He 
maintained that the bank branch would generate no more traffic than any 
other use of the site, and would be busiest during ‘‘low-traffic periods.” 

The Planning Board opposed the plan. Chairman Margaret Bradshaw 
explained that the zone was carefully designed for large industry, not 
consumer services, to keep traffic moving ‘‘on and off Route 93." 

The article would permit any bank to petition the Zoning Board to open a 
branch in any Industrial D area, she noted 

The selectmen supported-the article, however, because it would serve 


townspeople in the area. The Chamber of Commerce also supported the 
article, as did area resident Ray Pellerin of River Road. 

One of the lengthiest (and most convoluted) debates of Tuesday night 
arose over Article 48, a proposed amendment to the zoning bylaws regulat- 
ing home occupations in residential neighborhoods. 

After some discussion of the need for the article, and a confusing attempt 
to amend it, the Planning Board withdrew Article 48. Article 49, a zoning 
amendment on professional offices in residential zones, was also with- 
drawn 

However, two related articles were approved without debate: Article 46, 
defining ‘‘customary home occupations” in the zoning laws; and Article 47, 
making Andover law consistent with state laws on day care of more than six 
children 

Selectmen Chairman Donn Byrne announced that the selectmen would 
withdraw the last two articles on the warrant, 66 and 67 (the School 
Committee had announced its intention to withdraw Article 68 Monday 
night), “‘with great reluctance,’ after Thayer Warshaw of Clark Road 
questioned the existence of a quorum at 12:05 a.m. Wednesday. 

Town officials took .an attendance count, but did not announce the results. 
The meeting was then adjourned. 

Articles 66 and 67 were meant to define and regulate the existence of 
‘adult entertainment’’ establishments in Andover. Article 68 would have 
appropriated up to $80,000 to cover a deficit in the fiscal 1984 school budget; 
the deficit has been eliminated, according to the school committee. 

Other articles approved Tuesday night were: Article%36, a Strawberry Hill 
sewer line: Article 39, a High St. sewer line; Article 41, correcting a 
typographical error in a zoning bylaw; and street acceptances for Penacook 
Place and Apache Avenue (Article 56); McDonald Circle (57); Parthenon 
Way (58) ; Pole Hill Drive (61); Wabanaki Way (62); Shawnee Circle (63); 
Sioux Circle (64) and Cheyenne Circle (65). 

All street acceptances were approved on the condition that all work will 
be completed on the streets, to the satisfaction of the Public Works director, 
by June 30, according to Selectman Gerald Silverman. 

Smithshire Estates Extension and Alonesos Way (Articles 59 and 60) were 
withdrawn from the warrant. Other articles withdrawn Tuesday were: 
Article 37, water mains in River Road and Fiske Street; Article 40, on 
multi-family housing in SRC zones; Articles 42 and 43, on clerical errors in 
zoning laws; and Article 53, a Knights of Columbus rezoning request for a 
6.7-acre Frontage Road parcel 

And during Tuesday's five-hour session, town meeting defeated Article 38, 
which requested a sanitary sewer line in Lowell Street between Canterbury 
Street and Chandler Circle

By 8:45, however, the meeting had appropriated a $14.665 million school 
department operating budget, a town operating budget of $11.3 million, and 
a total budget of $34.99 million, with $33.48 million to come from taxation

Trudging Through Business 


In New Surroundings 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The town meeting faithful found slow going Mon- 
day night, as they slogged their way through Article 
33 on the 68-article warrant, and the first session of 
1984 annual town meeting did not adjourn until well 
past 10:30. 

They were greeted with a few new twists on the 
annual meeting, however: the spanking-new sur- 
roundings of the J. Everett Collins Performing Arts 
Center at Andover High (Moderator James Doherty 
thanked Collins, who was in attendance, for ‘‘the 
use of the hall’), powder-blue buttons to identify 
voters (replacing the pin-on ribbons of past years), 
a police department color guard in the opening 
ceremonies, red-white-and-blue bunting on the ta- 
bles onstage. 

Rabbi Harry Roth of Temple Emanuel offered 
the invocation, and Doherty asked for a moment of 
silence for two former Andover officials who died 
during the past year, Col. Edward Harris and Sid- 
ney P. White 

With most of the beef concentrated in the second 
half of the warrant, Monday night voters took care 
of some fairly dry stuff; only the budget, Article 4, 
provided much spark. (Please see budget story 
elsewhere in this edition. ) 

Only two articles were defeated, both of them 
private articles. Article 27 asked for a $21,000 
appropriation for drainage improvements and re- 
paving on Bradley Road. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony admitted the 
road is in ‘‘deplorable condition,” but called the 
private article ‘‘an inappropriate approach to get- 
ting it done.’’ The manager said Andover has ‘‘close 
to 300 miles of road, some of them worse than 
Bradley Road,” and is ‘‘planning rather extensive 
maintenance work this year,’’ including some work 
on Bradley Road. The article was defeated on a 
standing vote of 72-331. 

Article 29 inspired a good deal of discussion 
before it went down to defeat. The private article 
proposed adding a brief explanation on each private 
article in the Finance Committee's annual report to 
town meeting 

Ruth Dunbar of the FinComm helped persuade 
voters that the report is not the proper forum for 
such information, which could be provided through 
the mail or in hand-outs at town meeting. She noted 
that it would increase the cost of printing and 
mailing the report

Article 30, requesting a summary of town offi-

The statewide figures show a 10.3% drop in crime 
which Dukakis said is the largest yearly drop since 
Massachusetts began compiling major crime sta- 
tistics in 1976. The highest increase in crime was a 
44.9 jump in Canton. And Boston, with 93 murders 
in 1982 and 99 murders in 1983 logged a 9.1% drop in

Richard Katz of Phillips Street questioned the ‘educational necessity’’ of 
renovating the school into an early childhood center, and said the decision to 
open a childhood center was ‘‘being slipped through town meeting.” 

He maintained that future use of the school should be a town meeting 
decision, and that the cost of renovations would ‘‘usually’’ be bonded as a 
separate item, rather than included in the town budget as a capital expense 

Katz moved to amend the budget article to reduce it by $200,000, the 
estimated cost of the Shawsheen renovations. (School Superintendent Ken 
neth Seifert actually placed that cost at $250,000 to $300,000. ) 

But his amendment was defeated. School Committee Chairman Donald 
Robb said the early childhood alternative would open up classrooms in 
every elementary school, ‘giving us overall the greatest flexibility system- 
wide.’ When Katz suggested the meney might be better spent on more 
teachers and teachers’ aides to alleviate overcrowding, Robb replied that 
there would be ‘nowhere to put them’ because classrooms are already 
more than full 

Susan Poore of the School Committee added that to reuse the Shawsheen 
‘in any way would require some money’’ — emphasizing that she had voted 
against the early childhood center. ‘‘Money to convert the building for 
school use is necessry,’’ she said 

Poore also said that how the building would be used was properly a school 
committee decision, and one ‘not subject to town meeting vote.” 

Nancy Mulvey of High Plain Road joined Merrill in asking for more 
information on the $800,000 municipal maintenance capital improvements 
request — and said she ‘somewhat resented the fact’’ that more informa- 
tion on that proposal had not been presented to the meeting. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony quickly reeled off a long list of proposed 
maintenance projects, including school roof repairs, asbestos removal at all 
town and school buildings, upgrading playing fields and watering the fields, 
replacing bleachers at Lovely Field, adding new municipal maintenance 
facilities 

Moving on to the $3.6 million Public Works department budget, Merrill 
said he was concerned by a cutback in the highway department allocation, 
which meant town roads ‘‘do not get improved again this year, and we go 
backwards again 

The manager said DPW’s budget reflected increases in the cost of solid 
waste disposal and a plan to reduce the sodium content in the town water 
supply. Mahony said he regretted the road repair cuts ‘‘very much,”’ but the 
budget represents an effort to ‘‘get the essential items under control.”’ 

Discussing the education budget, Robb told the meeting that his commut- 
tee would withdraw the final article on the warrant; Article 68 would have 
requested up to $80,000 to cover a possible deficit in the current year's 
school budget 

Robb said the school department's fiscal '84 budget is now under control 
with some items on hold and a spending freeze in place 

And John Childs, Andover’s representative on the Greater Lawrence

water soluble and mixed with vinegar 
Again Sarracino takes up the kistka and 
covers with wax all the vellow she wants to 
remain on the tinished egg. This process is 
repeated through all the colored dyes she 
uses 

And then comes the fun part 

After all the dves have dried Sarracino 
holds the egg to a candle flame and rubs the 
wax olf the egg with a cloth. The egg sud 
denly takes on shiny vibrant colors as the 
dull wax reveals the dyes underneath. Next 
the egg is covered with a few coats of 
varnish to protect the finish. The final step 
is to make a small ‘hole at the base of the 
egg. with a pin, and blow out the insides 
Years ago the eggs were left whole, ex- 
plained Sarracino, because they symbolized 
life. But they sometimes rot so it is better 
to remove the insides, she said 

Sarracino s Ukrainian eggs are on display 
it Memorial Hall Library, Elm Square, 
through Easter. They may also be pur- 
chased at the Handsprings craft fair, this 
Sunday, at the Phillips Academy cage. For

Massachusetts has decreased significantly, but we 
lack a policy framework for judging the fairness 
and economic impact of various taxes. A Master 
l'ax Comission has been appointed to examine tax 
policy, and I am skeptical of proposals thrown 
together before this is accomplished 

MASSBANK is a creative and sound concept 
Undoubtedly it will pass the legislature sooner or 
later simply because there is no better solution to 
financing public works. Once passed, however, It 
will be with us for decades. Therefore, it deserves 
careful analysis
